(fach as it is) ſhould flie to you, it is not᷑ hard to di 
vine; your intereſts being o tuft and great botli in 
the man, and matter: for my ſelfe, I acknowledge 

debt to be great, as to ſome of your ranke on the 
other ſide the ſhire, ſo to you all generally on this: 
my place binds me to call vp ſome of you, and for the 
reſt, kindneſſes receiued are bonds alſo, I am not ig- 
norant how ſome of you haue pleaded my cauſe 
more than once, when my fpeeches with Hannibals 
haue bin charged with two fore faults; vix. fot being 
too true, and too ſtee: neither may I forget, whar 
iourneyes and paines haue beene vndertaken to doe 
me good by others, and what acceptance my poore 
paines and perſon haue found with all. All which 
courteſies I know not how otherwiſe to anſwer, but 
only by acknowledging the debt, and by admoniſh- 
ing youofa duty, For the matter, I know not at what 
bench tocommence a ſuit againſt Drunhards, if ner 
at yours; you are as ftikes in a hedgeſ that muſt kee pc 
all from reeling, the Captaines of the Provinces that 
muſt giue the victorie, and the very men to whoſe 
cognizince this abuſe moſt properly — 2 to 
you (me thinks) I may apply the words of Arden: 
If you altogether hold your peace at this time, deli- 
uerance (hall be from fome other place: but you, and 
your fathers houſes ſhall be deſtroyed, &. And who 


- knowes whether you are come to this honour for 


ſuch a time as this? Vea, wherefore hath God aduan- 
ced you, your Prince entruſted you, wherefore haue 
you taken vpon you the place, name, oath of Juſtices, 
but for ſuch like ſeruices? Perhaps you will tell mee, 
that wee in the Miniſterie are in ſome part ofa faulr,

people bettet. If ſo, mine anſwer is ingenuous :I am 
content to one ſome part of the blame, fo you will 
paſſe an equall ſentence betwixtall offenders, I will 
not excuſe our ſelues, the Commons, the poore, vn- 
der- ofſicers, &c. nor can I on the other ſide excuſe 
the behauiours of too many Gentlemen, I am decei- 
ued, if ſoure — in ſome of them haue not beeue 
ſome occaſion of drunkenneſſe in this Kingdome. 

The ſirſt is want of Hoſpitalitie: time was, when 
the poore ttaueller was ſure to ſinde in moſt Townes 
of marke, two Innes to drinke at; the one the Man- 
nor houſe, the other the Parſonage houſe : now men 
are knowne by their houſes, not the houſes by the 


men (as one of that rankecomplaines:) the Maſter of 
the houſe flies, and ſometimes carries behinde him a 


peece of the Church toe; and by this meanes the 
Mannor is without drinke, the Parſonage without 


mault, and then what ſollowes ? trauellers muſt needs 


haue drinke, therefore there muſt be Alehouſes; and 
what will follow next, whoknowes not? 

The ſecond is want of vpholding tillage and huſ- 
bandry: worłke the husbandman out of his dwelling, 


(either by turning him to a rackt- rent, or by ſending 


him r looke a dwelling in ſome market towne) and

ſoone looke him in a Gentlemans houſe, as in any 
mans, In truth, where more abuſe, than in ſome ſucts 
places ⁊ who more omragious in Iunes, Tauernes, 
Alehouſes, than either the maſter or the men >If only 
Tinkers, and Pedlers, and Beggers ſrequented ſuch 
houſes, a Conſtable, or Officer mought be heard, an 
In-keeper might be a maſter of his oe houfe ; bur 
drunkenneſſe finds ſuch friends and patrons, that nei- 
ther the one not the other ſort dares ſpeake a word. 
The fourth and laſt thing more neerely concernes 
your owne callings, and that is want of due ſeueritie; 
the goodneſſe of your natures, and ediicativns;' in- 
clines you to mercy z a moſt ſweet grace, if it be not 
miſtaken, and miſplaced : but (alas) tis no merey to 
ſuffer Locuſts to eat vp the childrens bread; and ro 
turne in ſwine to the labourers drinke, I am hrarxtily 
ſorry to ſee how many good natutes are deeriued 
with this eounterfeit of mercy, when Iuſtice ſhould 
take place againſt both places and perſons offend- 
ing. Hath any man offended ? If he be poore, tis tot · 
cie to ſpate him if great, tis pitie to diſgraco im. 
Hath any houſe ? alas, if you pull downe their ſigne, 
they cannot ſiue, the tone muſt keepe them: fo er- 
eie keepes vp ſignes, and (ieh is worfe) ſets them 
vp too, Hath a Seruing · man ſpe nx his ſtreugth and! 
time ? tis merey to małe him a paſſe, and giue him a 
licence to ſell Ale: hath he been wilde and diſhoneſt 
in mercy licence him, to keepe him true and honeſt : 


as ol mite one Cardinall, to keepe him ſound % 3. 


and vpright. Now furely a Cardinals hat againſt he- 
refic, and a {igne-poſtagiinſt diſhoneſtie, are medi- 
cines mach abend. Oh ſtiffen your ſelues againſt this 
melting counterſeit, and ſuffer not the cries of a

As for his Auditorie, Judahs fimies- admit a double ag-

Another, from the qualitie and multitude of their tranſ- 
greſſions againft him, diſpatched in the teſidue. , Theſe 
finnes of theirs,-for number, proue many ; for nature, 
heauy.

det them: the woe is not ſet do wne in Gods booke, the alas 
wilt one day be ſetched. out of his ſides. Then in particular, 
this practice fils him voich much ſinne againſt othęrs, vis. 
drinke abuſed doth breed bra wles, and make quarrels : 
where the party dares be bold, it'makes him brà wle with 
neighbours, fellowes, hoſteſſe, ſeruants, children, wife, all; 
the drinke hauing bitten him, he runs like a mad do ge vp 
and down, ſnapping at euery body firſt, hee ſhakes his 
owe people in his oe yard then all trat eome within the 
breath of him, having once fallen out with his owne wits 
and members, (that one goes one way, and another another 
way) he can agree with no hod y, but prouesrapipg mad, as 
4 Heathen (after Salomon) eoulg aj: 
Secondly, as he can ill rule his hand, ſo worſe his tongue; 
fat cups oile that ſo much, that it cannot ſticke; drinke dou- 
bles his eyes and eares, he fees (in his cönceit) All things 
double : but it multiplies his tongue bey ond number; one 
drunka rd hath tongue enough for twenty folke, and hath 
ſomewhat to ſay to euery queſtion and perſon; he is then a 
good Aſtronomer, Logician, Philoſopher; and what not? 
A Conſtable, luſtice, Preacher, Counſellor, a King;and who 
not ? What cannot he doe? vltat doth he not ES? what 
will he not ſay? Any ſecrets are then revealed; of friends, of 
wife, of ſtate ; yea, his owne heart comes vp as eaſily, as 
ſome of his drinke, and * ſhall as ſoone perſwade a ſtone 
to ſpeake, as him to be ſilent; now he railes, now he ſcoffrs, 


now he lies, now he fawnes, now he ſweares, now lie bans,

| THEIR when it ſteales away the affections, ſo farre, 
that a man cannot make too much haſte to it, take too much 

paines for it, ſpend too much time at it. Belecue it, if a man 
drinke too much for his purſe, too much for his calling and 
pccaſions, tod much for his health, and quiet of body and 
minde , Salomon calls him à drunkard ; yea a 1 
though hee take not too much for his braines: for why ?. a 
man hath no more reaſon, or warrant, to drowne his time, 


hjs eſtate, his liver, his ſtomack, &c. than his wits,and brains: 


mays ſoeing in caſes ofthis nature, things are rather meaſu- 
by the intention and affection of the doer, than by the 
iſſue aud euent of things: :why ſhould not a man be deemed 


2 drunkard; for his inordinate affection to drinke, as well as 
an adulterer for. the like affection to his neighbours wife? 


Nor needs that trouble ys,-which Philoſophers tell vs, that 


no man deſires drunkenneſſe: for the ſame may be ſaid of 
euery other ſinne: ſinne, as ſinne, in its one colours and na- 
ture, is neither deſired, nor deſirable, but only as it is diſgui- 


ſed, and offers it ſelfe to the vnderſtanding and will, in the 


likeneſſe and habit of goodneſle ::drinke isdefired, though 


drunkenneſſe be not, and company; and ſport, and all occa- 
fions of the ſinne: and when to theſe the defires are carried 
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tec ia ipſa mo- 
bil 4z c. 


with too much ſtrength, the man that ſhould be maſter of 


his deſites, and not a feruantto them, deſerues for his tollie, 
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There is an art 
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to heate drunkard. Hence Salomons deſcription, which in 


truth will not ſuit with any other drunkard, than this now 
ſpoken of: alas, if none bedrunke bur ſuck as haue loſtcheit 
legges, tongues, ſenſes, thut lie tumbling in their owne vo- 
mit, and fleeping in a guzle, what ſhould Salomon ſpeake 
of quarrels, bablings, &c. Such be as dead as a doore-naile, 
ring a bell in their eare they beare not, muchileſſe can they 
ſpeake; ſcoffe them; rob them mite them, ſpurnut them, they 
irre not, much leſſe quarrellꝭ only it is your mannerly, ſober 
Methodicall drunkard, that drinkes by the houre, and can 
tell the clocke, that drinkes by meaſure, and by rule, firſt ſo 
muh Ale, then ſuch a quantitie of Beere, then of $ acke, then 
of Rheniſh, then back againe from Wine to Ale, from Ale to 
Beere, till the reines be cleanſed; the liuer cooled, the ſto- 
macke ſet vpright, and heat and moiſture brought vnto a 
iuſt and cuentemper : it is he that Salomon ſpeakes of, he ( 
ſay) that yhen he likes not his hoſt, hath legges to goe to 
another houſe, and wit to iudge of the beſt Bre wer; nay, 
skill to brew himſelfe: helpe him but to the ſimples, and let 
him alone for the compoſition: he knowes his proportions, 
for wine, for ſugar, for Spring- water, Roſe- water, and the 
other ingredients: nay, if the houſe be not worth an Iuy- 
buſh "lechitn haue his tooles about him, Nutmegs, Roſema- 
ry, Tobacco, with other the appurtenances, and he knowes 
how of puddle ale to make a cup of Engliſh wine, and when 
he hath brewed, he hath as great a gift iu drinking, iuſt ſo 
much as will make him heartie, cheerefull, wittie, healthfull, 
and no more : this is the man that Salomon ſpeakes of, a man 
of meaſures, and mixtures, as one of his words imports. 
Why but (faith the Tipler, for now he ſpeakes) if Salo- 
mon ſpeake againſt this regular drinking, 12 beſides 
the booke; the vertue of wine (ſay che Ike of other liquors) 
is great, if a man haue skill how to chuſe it, by its colour, 
caſte motion, &c. and will (if not receiued to ſurfer) giue 
much content and refreſhing ; this is knowne, I finde it, I 
feele it, Tperceiue it doth mee good, and I will beleeue my 
owne eyes, and taſte, before ten Salomons. — an- 
wers

fwers this : Well (Gith he) be not deceiued with ſhe wes 
and {hadowes : a man wg pe coupe, thoughhiseyes be 
not out,and may be deceiued though his 1155 1 fo: all 
is not gold that gliſters, all is not paid that is promiſed zwine 
promiſeth much for the preſent, but it will decejue thee in 
the end; it promiſeth health, but it payes ſickneſſe ; it pro- 
miſeth comfort, but thou ſhalt finde ſorrow ; it promiſeth 
helpe, but thou ſf alt reeelue hurt; it is a poiſoned potion, an 
Amphiſbena, it bites both wayes, (hereaſter, and now too) 
and carties its ſting with it, for all its ſmilingand flattering 
face. And thus Salomon hath filenced the pratler, and made 
way to his other arguments, which more immediatly re- 
ror ſdule:be not wearie if Fdraw you after him a little 
ther. 

Thine eyes (faith hee) &c. follow three companions of 
this inne: the firſt is imputitie, and this is euer one. Venus 
cones out of the froth of this ſea : I will neuer beleeue that 
chaltitie euer flept inthe drunkards bed: 1 fills

che heart, and eye (both eyes) if not the life with horrible 2b, Sr. 


filthineſſe, naturall, vnnaturall, any: this is ſo cleere a truth, 
that darkneſſe it felfe ſaw and eonfelt it. 

"Secondly, his heart (to paſſe to the ſecond companion) 
belcheth out peruerſe and crooked things, things farre from 
truth, picrie, rraſon, modeſtie: oh the beaſtlineſſe that 
ſmoakes out of ſuch a mouth ! a man would thinke that the 
Deuill himfelfe ſhould bluſh to heare his childe talke: how 
dotii his mouth run over with lies, againſt both Chriſtians, 
and Preachers? What ſpeakes he ele than Whoredomes, 
Adulteries, Inceſts, at euery word? Heare two or three 
talke, when ſome what whitled, and you would change the 
Lycaonians language, and fay, Deuils are come vp in the 
likeneſſe uf men TT - 
Let we are notat an end: exceſſiue drinking hath a third 
companion, and that is ſenſeleſneſſe, both of one place and 
caſe. For the firſt, lay a drunkard in the ſeas, ſet him on a 
itte, or maſt, tis all one to him, he conſiders nothing, butſ( as if 
the ptouerb, A drunken man neuer takes harmes, were good 
Seripture) 
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moſt invincible to make him owe th 
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Scripture) he takes little care 2 the dark, 


what ridges hee h ouer 
ſelfe : and fot the ſecond, he little feeles what forthe preſent 
is done, oy thereforc 19h A "_y rp betterod ; he 
forgets his pouertie, by that time he gotten a penny; 
the whip, by that time bis doublet is on 1. ſtockes, by 
that timcihis foot is out, and therefore the next journey hee 
makes is to the Ale-houſe againe. To conclude, conſtrue 
thoſe two laſt verſes how you will, two wang, 4 are cleere: 
firſt, that this drinking is a beſotting ſinne, 


nor uf ear = 


owlſocuer it 
makes one ſometimes as ſicke as cuer was Seaman, (as ſome 
al ſo expound theſe words) and: expoſe him to a thouſand 
perils, yet is he neuer the wiſer afterward. 

Secondly, that his Dropſilike diſeaſe is almoſtincurable, 


partly becauſe a man herein ſees not bimſelfe, and knowes 


not what to repent of when ner being a taske al- 

words and beha- 
uiours when he is ſober, which in his pots he was author of) 
and partly becauſe this diſeaſe ſtill growes vpon him like a 
Dropſie, and meanes to liue (though he die) being as one 
faith, an inſatiable couetouſneſſe, as that is an vnſatiable 
drunkenneſſe. 


And thus Salomon hath 82 our point, and yeelded 
this concluſion; Abuſiue drinking is a dangerous ſinne: 
dangerous to body, dangerous to e, dangerous in its ef- 


fects, dungerous in its companions, dangerous in this life, 
danger 1 in the life to $3 After thismaſt wiſe Writer, 
it were worth the while to heare our moſt loftic Orator de- 
claime vpon the ſame theme, telling vs how preiudiciall to 
labour, libertie, liuelihood, and life it ſelfe it is: but I ſhould 
be too too tedious, and therefore I reft in that which bath 
beene already ſpoken inthe opening of the text, and poſt 
now to ſome application. 

Is this a ſinne ſo dangerfull ? then muſt the conſideration 
hereofhumble vs, 4 £3 vs on our knees, both all and 
ſome : firſt, all of vs haue reaſon to take to heaxt this 1 


that hath drowned wy and threatens all; a ſinne odious 

and loathſome in any, but in vs (who haue ſo much light, 
ſo many la ves of God and man againſt it) moſt vuſuffera. 
ble. Well, forthe better quelling of our pride and ſecuritie, 
let vs firſt ſee when drinke is abuſed : ſecondly, what the 
kindes: thirdly, what the degrees of thoſe abuſes be. And 
(this done) let vs teflect vpon our ſelues, and ſee how fare 
this ſinne trenches into this our Countrey. 

The firſt we thus briefly diſpatch: Drinke is then abuſed, 
when it is not vſed in that order, to thoſe ends for which it 
vas appointed. The ends were : firſt, vtmoſt, Gods glory: 
ſecondly, neere hand, mans good in preſeruing nature, and 
fitting manto all required ſeruices (both in his generall and 
ſpeciall calling: ) when tlierefore tis fo vſed, that neither is 
God glorified, nor nature releeued, nor the receiuer fitted to 


honett imployments, nor (in ſhort) any ſach end propoſed 
and proiected, (but the — 2 is abuſed. 

For the ſecond, the abuſe may be committed many wa yes, 
as vice is manifold, vertue vni e: firſt, when there is an 


error inthe matter, men drinking that which hath no fitnes 
in its nature to nouriſh and ſuſtaine ours, either by qualify- 
ing heat, or helping moiſture; nor was euer indeed appoin- 
ted of God for ſuch a p e: ſuch was o bloud (in ſome 
fort) among the Heathen, when they drinł it, as ou would 
{in ſome caſes)milk from the Cow or Goatiſuch were other 
mixtures, and potions taken onely for the enraging and 
ſtrengthning of luſt: and to this head, if Tobacco (as it is 
vied by the moſt) were-referred; Ithinłke it were no error. 
Adde to this another error in matter (if not in reſpect of the 
obie ſimply, yet in a reference to the ſubiect) and that is, 
when men without regard of yeares, or ſtrength, or conſti- 
tution, powetin that which is too hot and big for them. 

So is the firſt error: che ſecond is cominitted in the mea- 
ſure of drinking, when a man exceeds:firſt, his ſtrength and 
braines:ſecondly, his purſe and meages (at leaſt Cods allow - 
ance:)thirdly, when he laniſhes out histime, & fits too long 
at ir c. Sc to he —— meaſutes ate vnmeaſura ble. 
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The third error is in the manner, chiefly when men bee 
ptophane againſt God in the vſe of his creatures, not ſecing 
the Lord, yet diſnonouring him, and ſpicing their cups with 
oathes ſometimes, ſometimes with words of prayer and 
ſcripture , which ſound moſt Uifauouredly in a drunkards 
mouth: as Salomon tels vs. 

Fee, when towards men they become vnmanlike 
and vnciuill, ſo farre from remembring(amidſt their bowles) 
the afflition of Foſeph : as that they forget the nature and 
fleſh they are cloathed withall: ceaſe to be men,ſuffer them- 
ſelues to be transformed by this Circe (drinke) into ſwine, 
ſne wing as little manners one towards another, as ſuch crea- 
tures doe, and no better. 

Thirdly, when in reſpect of themſelues, they haue no com- 
mand ouer their affections, ſo farre from putting a knife to 
their owne throat (when they haue taken 8 as that 
they be ready to place it in a Tapſters belly (if he offer to ſet 
bounds to their throats, and will fetch no more) at leaſt they 
vnbleſſe themſelues, when meanes, and time and company 
will not permit a ſacrifice to their Bacchus, to their belly. 

The fourth error is in the end, hen Gods ends bee not 
thought vpon, but the contrary, when: they drinke not to 

ſerue God and to ſet vp him, but to other purpoſes, to wit, 
that ſo they may lay their conſciences on fleepe, drinke and 
driue out the threats of the word, the thoughts of death, ſay- 
ing in the Epicures words and a beaſts language, Let vs eat, 
drinke, to morraw we ſhall de. 

Secondly, when they drinke not for ſtrength, but luſt, 


and pride, to ſhnew how full of Satan they be, and how neere 


ta ſwine. | 
Thirdly, when they drinke, not to be ſeruiceable to man- 
kinde, but to abuſe their brethren, to lay others vnder table, 
to fatisfie reuenge, to diſcouer others ſecrets; to picke o- 
thers purſes, &c. 5 
And for the wayes and meanes, how, and whereby drinke 
comes to be abuſed, ſo much only in regard of haſte; 


Now followerh the third thing, eee of 


thele

theſe abuſed drinkings: and here we meane not to enter in- 
to the myſteries of this blacke art, nor ſpend time in particu- 
hrizing the ſeuerall orders and degrees of theſe profeſſors, 4 Table of 
as ſome othets haue done, but onely content our ſelues with Drunkards, 
thus much. Firſt, there is no man living but failes in ſome of 
the named particalars; yet ſecondly there is a difference: 
theſe abuſes and corruptions * in ſome, that is, they be Ache Hea- 
ordinary, they be affected, they be iuſtified, at leaſt ſecretly — * 
allowed. Secondly, they bee morrified in others, that is, Sing 3 
ſome men doe not ordinaril (nay not once perhaps in an ebriaſus. 
age) breake out into any groſſeneſſe, nor at any time allow 
themſelues in any exorbitancie; but they ſtriue againſt the 
finnezthey deteſt it, they be waile it in whomldeuet and it is 
an Haruel to their eyes: our ſpeech throughout is directed ling t 
againſt the former degree of drunkenneſſe. Now ſeeing ; 
then we vnderſtand one another, andthe particulars of this 
finne, doe bur ſee (I paſſe to the ſecond thing mentioned) 
whatreaſon we haue to ble : for 1 . is not drinke 
abuſed with vs? doe vue dtinł to God, to health to ſtrength, 
to the Common-Mealth? What? is there no failing with 
vs? in matter none? in manner none ? in meaſure none ? in 
the ends of drinking none ? Or is this failing inthe waine 
and muchwhat mortified ? Oh, that I could anſwer affic- 
matinely! but alas I cannot: mendtrinke God out of their 
hearts, Health out of their bodies, wit out of their heads 
ſtrength out of their ioynts,wife and*children out of doors, 
the land and kingdome out of quiet, and plentie: and threa- ow = 
ren all with miſerie. A generall charge is noth ing without tenkinſens 
particular inſtance, lets touch vpon the heads propoſedeand voyage. 
firſt, if we begin with the matters abuſed, I am at a ſtand, 
and wot not well what to ſa . leſt in teptouing I become a 
teacher, as it fared with another in the Irke caſe : this I may 8 
fy in groſſe, the Deuill is turned Brewer, Mountebank: and —— ger od 
ſome Apothecaries are not his worſt drawers, who haue pr; 
their cups of fornication alſo, as wel as the hoſteſſe of Bab y- 
lon : one _ in fight and ſent, the whole land Rinkes 
of it, vnleſſe it be here the 9 of his Maieſtie diſ-

pels the ſmoake, and that is Tobacco. Doe ydu euer thinke 
it was Gods meaning, that that herbe ſhould be ſo ordi- 
nary a liquor or perfume, that euery Gentleman and beg.

Proud make a bricken of his body, and a chimney of his 
noſe? Oh the vanitie that that poore creature is ſubiedt vn- 
to ! to what drudgery is it put, though Maieſtie it ſelfe hath 
fpoken for its libertie ? | 
What ſhould. Iſpeake of particulas drinkes ? Is it not la- 
mentable ro ſee, how farre We are fled fromthe Patriarkes 
water? If Heathens bewailed this, ſhould not Chriſtians ? 
What athing is this that children be halfe killed before 
they are borne, with diſtempered drinkes(as one more juſt- 
ly,thanfitly,ypon the occaſion of Samſont diet, complaines.) 


to fire, and be all for the ſtrongeſt: the ſtrongeſt Ales, the 
ſtrongeſt Beeres, the ſttongeſt Wines, the —— ſpices. 
Are rot our ſwaggerers like to: dos their country. ſeruice 
one day, ho without ſcaldingi can powre downe cups of 
your hotteſt waters; and exinke more ſpitits in a night, than 
their fleſh and braines be worth? Verily here is an abuſe, a 
great abuſe thus to diſcontent nature, that is content with ſo 
little. But as yet we be but in the hauen: if es lanch wo 
the deepe, wee ſhall meer, with ſea - monſſęrs: for come to 
the meaſure ofmens drinking, and What meaſure fide you? 
no time is long enough fer this peece of ſeruice, not the day, 
not the night, not many, not any: men haue uailed their 
earcs tothe doores of a Tauern, they haue agreed with Sa- 
tan; Maſter itis good being here, lets build; there they 
liue, nay dye daily, ſayd a good Biſhop and excellent Prea- 
cher. Come to a mans houſe, and where is hee? his wife 
knowes not: aske the ſeruants, they know not; when will 
he be at home ? they cannot ſhe w you; yes they can, but 
they bluſh to ſpeake: forſooth the matter is this: there's his 


houſe, but his dwelling is at the Ale-houſe, and when all his 


mony is ſpent, if then his wife will fetch him home with a 
h 
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fenſe, as Mic hola Image had ; elſe Sunne and Moone goe o- 
wer his head, till he hath flept himſelfe ſober, and watched 
hirnſelfe drunken. Againe,there be (ho; many can you telꝰ) 
who know no calling at all, bur to n to 
the Inne,to giue the watch word, who makes che beſt, ad 


to deuiſe ne wayes and wagers in quaffing . 

No coſt is too much, that is beftowed vpon an Ale-poſt, 
great is this Diana of the Bpheſiansʒ men will mainta ine this 
trade, as farre as euer Demetrius his, as fatre as euer [ona- 
than would ſupport his deateſt |[P4nid, to their bow and 
ſword.
